Whichever may predominate in human 


nature, good or ill,it must be apparent to 
the most casual observer of historic pre- 


cedents that proscription is the normal 


source and resource, the impulse and the 
purpose of all organized bodies, political 
or secular. Never wasa party, never was 
a society that would not proscribe its ad- 
versary if it could, or if it dared. It is 
often asserted that political feelifig was 
balanced more justly in the “haleyon days 
of the Republic.” But it is to be doubted 
whether there was a time preceding the 
war when the Whigs would not have dis- 
franchised the Democrats, and vite versa, 
if sufficient pretext, occasion and power 
had presented themselves. No man who 
has ever spoken before great masses of 
men can have failed to remark how those 
passages that were most blatant and non- 
sensical were applauded most vociferously. 
Gushes of passion, no matter how ill- 
advised, or feebly sustained by facts and 
arguments, invariably “bring down the 
house.” The reason is that crowds 
of people are moved by feeling, not 


. by reason, each individual seeming to de- 


tach himself from his better sense in order 
to clamor with the prevailing gust of sen- 
timental frivolity, or worse, of blind parti- 
san zeal. In conventions, in Congress, in 
church unions, committees are found neces- 
sary to transact business in an orderly and 
reasonable manner. The mob refuses to 
listen to plain statements involving truths 
thatare not palatable. The 

party is therefore following the lead of the 
wicked but inevitable mob-spirit of the 
North in disfranchising the-white men of 
the South, and it would, if it hada show 
of pretext, disfranchise the Democrats of 
the North with equal unreserve. The 
plea of “rebel” is only a convenient pre- 
text. Under this plea, men who were] at 
heart Unionists throughout the war are 
now proscribed, while original secessionists 
and active Confederates, who have since 
turned Radical, are relieved from disability. 
The idea is not that you were a rebel, but 
that you are nowa Republican; and this 
would be set up by any other power as 
well if it were in search of proselytes and 
could find an excuse for its acts of pro- 
scription. 


**Trifles.*? 

Trifles, “light as air,” have played great 
parts in public events. An exchange de- 
clares that “but for the difference of half 
an hour in its session, and the change of a 
degree or so in the thermometer, Mr. Chase 
might have been nominated by the New 
York Convention.” Then it goes on sur- 
mising, how, if he had been nominated, he 
would bave been elected (which we ven- 
ture to doubt), and how, if he had been 
elected, what a different prospect would 
now delight the eyes of the people. And 
then, our rather recondite contemporary 
takes a geographical and classical horo- 
scope of the possibilities which might have 
been set aside by trifies, and comes to the 
conclusion that “little things, far more 
than great ones, affect the destinies of the 
world.” 

As we look back upon the course ot his- 
tory, it is indeed impossible not to dwell 
for @ moment upon some of _ the 
more important crises, and to re- 
mark how small a difference might 
have made an incalculable change. We 
know the usual sayings about the decisive 
battles of the world. If Themistocles had 
lost the battle of Salamis, if Hasdrubal had 
won the battle of the Metaurus, if Charles 
Martel had been beaten by the Saracens, 
woujd not the subsequent history of Europe 
and the world have been altered, and a 
great many fine philosophical theories been 
destroyed before their birth? It is easy for 
Comte or Buckle to talk about inevitable 
laws of historical evolution, and tg prove 
that that which has actually occurred 
could not but have occurred. But if it is 
true that a different event to any one of 
these, or innumerable other battles, might 
have changed all succeeding ages, and if 
the event of a battle might have been de- 
cided by a chance blow, or bf the illness of 
one commander, we cannot deny that his- 
tory might have been upset if a single 
arrow had been sharper, or if a single 
general had had a fit of indigestion. The 
state of Caesar's stomach on a given day 


‘may be as much a part of the unalterable 


order of the universe as the fate of an army 
or the state of civilization of a continent. 
Even the strictest believer in universal 
causation may admit, without prejudice to 
his opinions, that the most trivial “cireum- 
stances may be of cardinal importance. 
The reluctance to admit the doctrine about 
great events springing from trivial causes 
results from another consequence of the 
theory. , Where the fate of a few persons 
is concerted, no one would care to dispute 
it. When Noah was in the ark, the most 
trifling error of steering might (in the ab- 
sence of providential interposition) have 
shipwrecked the whole human race. Now 
the logical difficulties raised by necessita- 
rians apply just as much to a party of 
twenty as to twenty millions. The im- 
portance of small causes does not affect 
their theory more’ in one case than the 
other. But philosophers are unwilling to 
allow that the fateof whole countries and 
of many generations can depend upon these 
petty accidents, because it would obviously 
render all prediction impossible, and at least 
leave the future of mankind dependent upon 
the chance of the neccssary hero arising 
at the criticel moment. 

As to the nomination of Mr. Chase, and 
the trifle that may have prevented it, to- 
gether with the possibilities thereupon con- 
tingent, a clever theory might be set up on 
either hand; tor, while the proposal might 
have achieved all that is claimed for it, 
it might also have reversed every calcula- 
tion of its friends and produced mischiefs 
greater than any which have arisen or are 
likely to arise out of the defeat of Sey- 
mour. We prefer to forget the pros and 
The

Danville and McMinnville Railroad. 
We learn from our Columbia, Ky., cor- 
respondent that the subject of a railroad 
from Danville, Ky., to McMinnville, Tenn., 
is being warmly agitated by the people of 
Adair county. Some ten or eleven years 
ago this project was freely discussed and 
even carried so far asa survey of the pro- 
posed route which was pronounced practi- 
cable, but from some cause or other the 
subject wasiropped and died out. Now, 
unlike it was then, the people have learned 
to estimate justly the value of railroads and 
their advantages and have been again 
to the importance of this one. 
They feel the great and pressing need of 
this road to deytlop the internal wealth 
and furnish an outlet for the produce of 
their lands. It will not only benefit the 
section through which it passes, but Louis- 
ville as well as Northern and Eastern 
Kentucky, and our correspondent says the 
people of those sections have given every 
assurance of finapcial aid.

We are to have war, a 
long-protracted war, whichever of the two 
courses may be taken. The agents of the 
Government are faithless and treacherous 
and the Indians are treacherous and faith. 
less. God knows which of the two parties 
is the worse. We often suspect that the 
white in face is the more highly colored 
otherwise. 

But, at all events, there must be a change. 


| The present condition of things cannot 


continue. Either the Indians must disap- 
pear or we shall be utterly ruined in fight- 
ing them. We may employ Sheridan, who 
made the twenty-five-mile ride, or Sher- 
man, who went a thousand miles “ to the 
sea,” or Grant, who said that he would sit 
it out all summer, but which of them have 
we ever had, or which of them do we seem 
likely ever to have, to work effectively in 
a war against the Indians except by the 
dreadiul policy of extermination, absolute 
destruction? What have they thus far 
dofhe beyond destroying a few Indian wig- 
wams and capturing one or two hundred 
squaws and children, that they don’t know 
what to do with, and that our Govern- 
ment can’t learn what to do with ? 

If the policy is extermination, let it be at 
once proclaimed and promptly and boldly 
executed. If it is negotiation, let us have 
something in that line a thousand times 
better than we have had or are now having.
